Hyde  Pake,  February  15, 1869. 

Fellow  Citizens  : — In  giving  this,  the  First  Annual  Report  in 
the  history  of  our  town,  we  are  fully  aware  of  the  importance  of 
the  trust  committed  to  our  care,  and  that  our  duties  are  not 
completed  until  we  render  you  an  account  of  our  official  actions, 
enabling  you  to  know  in  what  manner  we  have  discharged  that 
trust. 

We  can  but  hope  that  our  errors  (which,  without  doubt,  have 
occurred  often  enough,)  will  not  only  be  treated  leniently  by 
you,  but  will  be  stored  as  so  many  lessons  for  the  guidance  of 
those  that  succeed  us  in  the  administration  of  the  town's  affairs. 

From  the  fact  that  this  is  the  first  year  of  the  town's  existence, 
it  will  probably  occur  to  you  that  in  getting  the  machinery  for 
our  government  in  working  condition,  our  duties  as  selectmen 
and  assessors  have  been  more  laborious  than  will  be  usual,  and 
that  we  have  been  obliged  to  perform  many  services  that  will  not 
be  entailed  on  our  successors. 

Town  Lines. 
Among  the  first  duties  required  of  us  was  one  to  establish  the 
lines  between  this  and  the  adjoining  towns.  Your  Board  met 
the  selectmen  of  Dorchester,  Milton,  and  Dedham,  for  this  pur- 
pose, and  desire  to  say  that  we  had  no  difficulty  in  determining 
the  lines  between  this  and  the  two  former  towns,  and  have  had 
monuments  erected  defining  the  angles  of  the  line,  and  the 
crossings  of  the  highways.  We  cannot  report  so  favorably  in 
regard  to  the  line  between  us  and  the  town  of  Dedham, — the 
selectmen  of  that  town  placing  a  construction  on  the  wording  of 
our  charter  which  we  do  not  choose  to  admit.  We  hope,  how- 
ever, to  be  able  to  come  to  an  amicable  adjustment  of  the  matter 
before  our  term  of  office  expires. 
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Valuation  of  Land. 

The  subject  of  taxation  of  lands  was  one  that  engrossed  much 
of  our  attention,  owing,  in  a  measure,  to  the  lack  of  any  preced- 
ing valuation  (embracing  our  whole  territory,)  under  principles 
assimilating  to  our  own.  Some  portions  of  our  land  have  hitherto 
been  assessed  at  what  it  was  considered  worth  as  homesteads, 
while  the  tax,  in  other  parts,  has  been  laid  on  its  value  for  farm- 
ing purposes.  In  making  our  valuation  of  land,  we  have  not 
considered  the  quality  of  pasturage  it  afforded,  or  the  quantity 
of  potatoes  it  was  capable  of  producing,  but  have  based  our  tax 
on  the  amount  of  money  which  the  land  would  be  likely  to  sell 
for,  if  placed  in  the  market. 

In  following  this  plan,  the  valuation  of  some  lands  has  been 
raised  to  eight  or  ten  times  its  former  amount,  and,  as  might  be 
expected,  the  proprietors  complain  of  what  they  consider  unrea- 
sonably high  taxes.  We,  however,  think  that  the  principle  is 
correct,  and,  if  persisted  in  for  a  very  few  years,  will  operate 
beneficially  to  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  town. 

Highways. 
The  public  streets  are,  we  think,  in  better  condition  than 
when  placed  in  our  charge.  River  Street  has  been  graded  at 
several  points,  and  is  in  a  fair  though  not  entirely  satisfactory 
condition.  In  our  opinion  there  is  present  need  of  expending 
at  least  $2,000  in  grading,  &c,  along  the  line  of  this  road. 
Milton  and  Readville  Streets  also  require  an  immediate  expendi- 
ture of  $800.  There  is  but  little  to  do  on  Fairmount  Avenue, 
beyond  grading  a  small  portion  of  the  street  and  relaying  a  part 
of  the  gutters,  after  the  settling  of  the  ground  in  early  summer. 
The  grade  of  that  avenue  has  been  materially  improved  by  filling 
about  four  feet  at  the  bridge,  and  by  cutting  down  about  two  feet 
on  the  brow  of  the  hill,  between  Water  and  Pond  Streets.  In 
this  connection,  we  will  say  that  in  all  our  spring  thaws  and 
heavy  rains,  this  avenue  is  subject  to  serious  washings,  owing 
largely  to  the  fact  that  it  drains  the  whole  of  the  north-western 
slope  of  Brush  Hill,  east  of  the  avenue.  This  damage  could  be 
entirely  prevented  by  conducting  down  Milton  Avenue,  and 
Warren  Avenue,  their  portions  of  the  drainage  of  this  water- 
shed, instead  of  allowing  all  to  flow  through  Pond  Street,  thence 
into  Fairmount  Avenue.    We  consider  this  an  important  matter, 


and  trust  that  the  next  board  of  officers  will  take  active  measures 
to  prevent  further  disasters  from  this  source. 

The  bridge  on  this  avenue  has  been  completed  to  our  satisfac- 
tion, and  is  a  durable,  as  well  as  an  ornamental  structure.  We 
here  adjoin  the  report  of  the 

Committee  on  Fairmount  Avenue  Bridge. 

Hyde  Park,  January  22,  1869. 
To  the  Selectmen. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen: — The  Committee  appointed  by  yon  to 
supervise  the  erection  of  the  bridge  on  Fairmount  Avenue,  beg  leave  to 
report  that  at  their  first  meeting,  held  September  7th,  they  organized  by 
electing  chairman  and  clerk,  and,  at  the  same  time,  made  plans  and  specifi- 
cations for  the  abutments  of  the  bridge.  Proposals  were  at  once  circulated, 
and  in  such  direction  as  we  thought  ■would  secure  the  benefit  of  an  active 
competition.  Our  townsmen,  Messrs.  Swan  &  Bennett,  offered  terms  as 
reasonable  as  any  other  parties,  and  received  the  contracts  for  their  construc- 
tion. The  work  was  performed  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  us,  although  the 
cost  was  somewhat  higher  than  (as  we  thought)  we  had  good  reason  to 
expect. 

•  The  labor  attending  the  construction  of  the  dams,  and  keeping  them  clear 
of  water,  was  of  such  a  nature  that  we  considered  it  advisable  to  have  it 
performed  by  the  day.  The  expense  attending  this  part  of  our  duty  con- 
siderably overran  our  estimate,  owing  to  difficulties,  in  some  measure, 
unforeseen. 

Early  in  our  enterprise,  we  had  received  from  the  manager  of  the  mill 
below  us  the  promise  to  lower  the  river,  thereby  enabling  us  to  build  our 
dams  in  so  faithful  a  manner  that  the  necessity  of  pumping  would  be  nearly 
precluded.  This  promise,  however,  was  not  redeemed,  and  we  were  obliged 
-•-to  conform  to  this  circumstance,  and,  as  might  have  been  expected,  our  dams 
were  far  inferior  to  those  we  had  anticipated.  We  also  found  in  the  bed  of 
the  river  a  number  of  springs,  supplying  (with  what  leaked  through  the 
dams)  so  much  water  that  it  seemed,  with  the  means  at  hand,  practically 
impossible  to  commence  the  foundations.  Experience  suggested  devices  for 
surmounting  this  difficulty,  which  was  accomplished,  we  believe,  in  an  eco- 
nomical manner,  and  without  serious  loss  of  time. 

The  Moseley  Iron  Building  Works  filled  their  contract  in  a  manner  very 
acceptable  to  your  Committee.  In  this  connection  we  would  say,  that  their 
contract  price  was  about  $200  more  than  figures  previously  given,  owing  to  a 
misunderstanding  in  regard  to  the  character  of  the  bridge  required. 

Your  Committee,  in  following  their  duty,  have  been  met  with  a  liberal  and 
accommodating  spirit  by  the  citizens,  and  especially  so  by  those  whose  estates 
abut  on  the  avenue  at  the  south  end  of  the  bridge.  We  had  been  prepared 
to  receive  some  opposition  to  raising  the  grade  at  this  point,  but  met  none 
from  them.     On  the  contrary,  they  expressed  an  earnest  desire  to  co-operate 
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•with,  the  town  in  this  improvement,  and  gave  their  hearty  consent  to  any 
change  thought  advisable  by  us  to  make. 

On  a  separate  sheet,  we  hand  you  a  statement  of  the  items  of  expenditure 
for  the  bridge,  together  with  its  credits.  From  this  you  will  notice  that  there 
is  a  balance  in  favor  of  the  bridge  appropriation,  and  we  would  recommend 
your  honorable  body  to  apply  of  this  sufficient  to  finish  the  filling  on  the 
estates  above  mentioned,  and  also  to  restore  their  fences  to  a  condition  as 
good  as  that  in  which  we  found  them.

Committee  on  Fairmount  Avenue  Bridge. 

Central  Park  Avenue  will  be  accepted  by  the  county  com- 
missioners early  in  the  coming  season,  and  its  care,  and  the 
expense  of  keeping  in  repair,  will  then  be  assigned  to  us. 

The  bridge  over  Mother  Brook,  on  this  avenue,  is  deemed 
unsafe,  and  it  will  be  necessary  to  replace  it  with  a  new  one 
during  the  present  year,  as  the  old  bridge  is  unworthy  of  receiv- 
ing any  repairs.  A  bridge  similar  to  that  on  Fairmount  Avenue 
can  be  erected  at  this  point  for  a  sum  not  exceeding  $8,500.  It 
will  also  be  necessary  to  expend  about  $350  in  fencing  the  unsafe 
places  on  this  avenue. 

Acceptance  op   Streets. 

Your  Board  has  received  petitions  from  the  abutters  to  lay 
out  Winthrop,  Maple,  Oak,  Pine,  Walnut,  Water,  and  Pond 
Streets.  We  have  met  the  petitioners,  as  prescribed  by  law,  and 
are  now  preparing  plans  and  profiles  of  these  streets,  and  will 
soon  have  them  placed  on  file,  to  await  your  action  at  some 
future  town  meeting.  This  movement  of  our  citizens  fore- 
shadows a  large  expenditure  of  money  by  the  town  for  widening 
and  grading  these  streets,  as  well  as  for  others  that  will  soon  be 
brought  to  your  notice.  It  will  not  be  well  to  pass  over  this 
matter  lightly ;  indeed,  the  policy  initiated  by  you  in  relation  to 
the  streets  now  under  consideration,  will  have  an  abiding  influ- 
ence on  the  destiny  of  the  town.  At  a  first  glance,  you  will 
consider  the  great  expense  with  which  these  improvements  will 
be  attended,  and  the  taxes  that  inevitably  follow. 
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On  further  reflection,  it  may  occur  to  you,  that  (if  the  future 
growth  of  our  town  is  proportionate  to  its  past  increase,)  we 
can  defer  this  outlay  but  a  few  years  at  best,  and,  as  a  matter  of 
course,  to  be  then  done  at  a  greater  expense  than  if  accom- 
plished now.  Excepting  the  subjects  of  education  and  morals, 
there  is  no  other,  under  public  control,  that  has  so  great  a  bear- 
ing on  the  comfort  of  a  community  as  the  beauty  and  condition 
of  its  streets.  And,  to  those  in  search  of  a  residence,  no  greater 
inducement  to  locate,  can  be  offered  than  a  system  of  wide  and 
well-kept  thoroughfares.  Therefore,  we  recommend  you  to 
carefully  consider  this  subject  in  all  its  phases,  and  we  rest 
assured  that  no  apprehension  of  present  burdens,  will  deter  you 
from  providing  for  a  prosperous  future.  We  here  give  you  some 
facts  in  regard  to  the  streets  before  named,  together  with  our 
views  as  to  changes,  &c. 

Winthrop  Street 

Is  now  laid  out  forty  feet  in  width,  and  requires  but  slight 
change  of  grade,  except  between  Central  Avenue  and  River 
Street.  There  is  an  acute  angle  at  the  junction  of  this  street 
with  River  Street,  on  the  south  side,  and  the  street  would  much 
better  serve  the  public  if  about  twenty  feet,  in  depth,  of  the 
adjoining  land  could  be  thrown  into  the  street.  We  understand 
that  an  arrangement  can  be  made  to  effect  this  purpose  without 
expense  to  the  town.  The  land  abutting  on  the  street  is  gener- 
ally improved  and  built  upon,  and  we  recommend  its  acceptance 
by  the  town.     The  cost  of  grading  will  be  about  $300. 

Maple  Street 

Is  laid  out  forty  feet  wide  between  River,  and  Oak  Streets. 
Between  Oak  Street,  and  Fairmount  Avenue,  it  varies  in  width 
from  about  thirty  to  forty  feet.  There  will  be  a  change  of  grade 
required  on  the  slope  of  the  hill  near  Fairmount  Avenue,  it 
being  thought  necessary  to  make  a  cut  of  about  four  feet  in 
front  of  the  Hewins  estate.  The  large  amount  of  taxable  prop- 
erty on  this  street  would  seem  to  warrant  the  expense  of  the 
laying  out,  if  the  abutters  will  consent  to  the  change  of  grade, 
and  will  give  to  the  town,  free  of  expense,  the  land  necessary 
to  make  the  street  forty  feet  wide.     The  cost  will  be  about  $500. 
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Oak  Street 
Is  now  forty  feet  wide,  and  no  material  change  of  grade  is  nec- 
essary, except  one  making  it  a  plane,  or  nearly  so,  from  a  point 
nearly  in  front  of  C.  W.  Turner's  house  to  its  junction  with 
Maple  Street,  on  the  south  side  of  the  hill.  A  slight  change  is 
also  necessary  between  Maple  Street  and  Central  Park  Avenue , 
on  the  western  slope  of  the  hill.  There  being  ample  property 
on  this  street  to  warrant  the  expense,  we  recommend  its  accept- 
ance. The  alterations  in  this  street  will  require  an  expendi- 
ture of  about  $300. 

Walnut  Street 
From  Central  Park  Avenue  to  Factory  Street,  is  now  forty  feet 
wide,  and  in  grading  requires  no  considerable  expense.  As 
the  street  is  built  upon  on  both  sides  to  nearly  its  whole  capacity, 
we  cheerfully  recommend  the  acceptance  of  this  portion  of  the 
street. 

From  Factory  Street,  to  Fairmount  Avenue,  it  will  be  necessary 
to  widen  the  Street,  it  being  in  one  place  not  more  than  nine 
feet  between  the  bank,  and  the  railroad  grant.  Still,  as  this  is 
an  important  street,  in  a  business  view,  we  recommend  its  accept- 
ance, provided  land  necessary  to  make  it  forty  feet  wide  can  be 
had  without  cost  to  the  town.  The  expense  of  laying  out  this 
street  will  be  about  $800. 

Water  Street 
As  at  present,  is  but  thirty  feet  in  width,  and  the  grade,  gener- 
ally, is  satisfactory,  a  small  alteration  being  required  near  Milton 
Avenue.  The  property  on  this  street  is  certainly  sufficient  to 
warrant  the  widening  and  grading ;  and,  if  the  abutters  will 
convey  the  land  required  to  make  the  street  forty  feet  wide,  we 
should  strenuously  advocate  its  acceptance.  The  cost  will  not 
exceed  $1,500. 

Pond  Street 
In  that  part  lying  between  Warren  and  Williams  Avenues,  is, 
as  now  laid  out,  without  any  seeming  system,  either  in  width  or 
grade.  The  street,  however,  is  much  used  by  our  citizens  and 
those  of  the  adjoining  towns.  There  is  taxable  property  suffi- 
cient to  warrant  any  expense  incurred  in  laying  out.  The  abut- 
ters express  a  willingness  to  give  all  the  land  necessary  to  widen 
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the  street.  The  portion  of  the  street  between  Warren  and  Mil- 
ton Avenues  is  now  forty  feet  in  width,  and,  the  grade  being 
nearly  correct,  will  require  but  a  trifling  outlay. 

We  consider  it  quite  important  that  .the  town  should  have 
control  of  this  part  of  the  street,  in  order  to  prevent  damage  to 
Fairmount  Avenue  by  excessive  rains,  as  mentioned  heretofore. 
Under  the  above  circumstances,  we  recommend  the  acceptance 
of  this  street  by  the  town.  The  expense  of  laying  out  will  not 
exceed  $1,000. 

Pine  Street 
Is  now  40  feet  wide,  and  in  grade  is  nearly  correct.  The  street 
is  studded  by  taxable  property  sufficient  to  warrant  any  expense 
that  may  be  incurred  in  the  laying  out,  and  we  recommend  that 
the  town  accept  it  as  a  public  way.  The  expenditure  will  be 
about  $200. 

The  Town  Map. 

At  your  last  town  meeting  you  authorized  the  selectmen  to 
prepare  a  map  of  the  town.  We  are  able  to  report  that  this 
work  is  being  forwarded,  though  necessarily,  at  a  slow  rate. 
We  think  that  this  labor  to  be  of  any  value  to  the  town,  should 
be  thoroughly  done,  and  we  have  considered  it  advisable,  to 
instruct  the  surveyors  to  mark,  permanently,  by  monuments, 
the  boundaries  and  angles  of  the  streets,  while  making  his 
survey. 

This  step  will  undoubtedly  save  much  trouble  and  expense  to 
our  townsmen,  and  will  be  done  with  trifling  additional 
expense. 

As  River  Street  in  some  places,  is  less  than  fifty  feet  in  width, 
we  are  endeavoring  to  procure  its  widening,  before  it  is  located 
on  the  map. 

We  shall  endeavor  as  we  proceed,  to  have  all  changes,  that 
are  liable  to  made  in  the  streets,  fully  settled  upon  before  our 
work  is  finished,  thereby  greatly  enhancing  the  value  of  the 
map  as  a  permanent  record. 

Guide  Boards. 
In  pursuance  of  the  requisitions  of  the  law,  we  inform  you 
that  guide  boards  are  placed  at  the  junction  of  Readville  and 
Milton  Streets. 
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The  Board  are  of  opinion  that  one  is  required  at  the  inter- 
section of  River  Street  with  Fairmount  Avenue. 

Our  School  Buildings 

Are  in  good  condition  generally,  and  will  require  no  inordinate 
amount  of  repairs  the  coming  year.  More  school  accommodation 
may  become  necessary,  but,  on  this  point,  you  have  the  views  of 
the  School  Committee,  to  assist  your  judgment. 

The  only  other  building  owned  by  the  town, 

The  Lock-up, 

Though  not  considered  strikingly  ornamental,  has  certainly  been 
very  useful,  having  (besides  accommodating  a  few  rogues,)  fur- 
nished lodgings  for  sixty  poor  travellers  benighted  in  our  town. 

Our  Street  Lamps 

Number  twenty-six.  They  have  been  kept  lighted  and  cleaned 
by  contract,  on  reasonably  low  terms.  "We  have  heard  no  com- 
plaints from  our  townsmen  in  regard  to  them,  and  have  no  reason 
to  be  otherwise  than  satisfied  with  the  manner  in  which  the  con- 
tractor has  performed  his  duty.  We  have  granted  petitioners 
the  privilege  to  place  nine  more  lamps,  at  well  selected  points  on 
Fairmount  Hill. 

Board  of  Health. 

The  duties  of  this  board  have  been  very  light.  "We  have  re- 
ceived but  few  complaints  of  nuisances,  all  of  which  have  been 
abated  by  the  parties  complained  of,  on  receipt  of  notice  from 
the  health  officers. 

And  now,  fellow  citizens,  in  closing  this  account  of  our  stew- 
ardship, allow  us  to  say  that,  although  we  may  have,  in  some 
instances,  erred  in  judgment,  we  have,  at  all  times,  labored  to 
advance  the  public  interest,  and  trust  that  the  developments  of 
time  may  give  you  no  cause  to  regret  any  of  our  acts.  And  we 
take  leave  of  you  with  the  sincere  wish  that  you  may  be  fortu- 
nate in  your  future  selections  of  servants,  and  that  harmony 
and  wisdom  may  prevail  in  their  councils,  crowning  with  sue- 
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cess  all  their  acts,  and  tending  to  make  our  town  (what  we  be- 
lieve it  is  destined  to  be)  second  to  no  other  in  this,  the  first 
Commonwealth  of  our  country,  in  all  things  that  unite  to  pro- 
mote the  welfare  and  happiness  of  its  citizens.
